WILSON AND ROOSEVELT 


Win in Jersey Primaries—Light Vote 


Cast on Both Sides. 


Theodore Roosevelt carried New 


Jersey 
presidential 
primaries 
on 


Tuesday against President Taft. He 
will have 22 of the 28 delegates to 
the Republican National Convention 
at Chicago. About 50 per cent, of 
the registered Republican votes of 
the state were cast at the primaries. 


On the Democratic side only one- 


third of the registered vote was cast 
and the interest was very much less 
keen than in the Republican contest 
because Woodrow Wilson was unop- 
posed by any other candidate for the 
nomination. 


Speaker Clark refused to permit 


his name to be put on the ballot in 
New Jersey against Governor Wilson, 
just as he refused to permit his name 
to go on the Ohio ballot against Gov. 
Harmon. 
Mr. Clark left each state, 


as a matter of courtesy to the "favor- 
ite son." 


The delegates pledged to Governor 


Wilson were therefore opposed by 
other delegates marked on the bal- 
lots "uninstructed." Governor Wil- 
son polled, outside of Essex County, 
a large majority of the Democratic 
votes cast. 
The six delegates from 


Essex County will vote against him.

1O,000 Negroes Terrorize Cuba,Burn- 


ing and Threatening Massacre. 
Ten thousand negroes, 3,000 of 


them under arms, are swarming over 
tbe eastern end of Cuba,'tearing up 
railroads, burning plantations and 
threaten to massacre the white in- 
habitants. 


Only the timely arrival of the 


transport Prairie, bearing 1,000 ma- 
unes, saved the United States naval 
station at Guantanamo from capture 
and destruction by the rebels. 


Against this force of 10,000 ne- 


groes, now freed from restraint and 
threatening war against the United 
States, is an untrained and timid 
Cuban force of 4,000 ill-armed men 
whose inactivity is the source of bit- 
ter criticism by the state department. 


The rebels forcibly collected $1,- 


000 from the manager of the San 
Miguel sugar mills and stole $5,000 
from a Spanish company at El Caney, 
and burned $80,000 worth of sugar 
cane on the property surrounding the 
Esperanza mill, also owned by Span- 
isjj. citizens. 


The navy department has issued 


what might be termed its first war 
bulletin. 
In it they describe the 


movement and great speed of the six- 
teen ships now hurrying to the scene 
of action. According to the bulletin, 
the vessels are due at Key West at 
6 o'clock this (Thursday) morning. 


The department of state estimates 
that the amount of American capita^ 
in danger in the east of Cuba is 
$100,000,000.

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WASHINGTON GOSSIP 


Matters Attracting Public Attention 


at National Capital. 


Washington, D. C., May 27.—The 


Theodore Roosevelt who will go down 
in history will differ considerably 
from the Theodore Roosevelt who is 
today the popular hero in. many 
states. This will be because of the 
abundance of official data in the ar- 
chives of the Department of Justice 
in Washington which shows beyond 
-Successful contradiction that Roose- 
velt is allied and always has been 
with the "far-reaching Morgan inter- 
ests," the same interests which are 
now financing with a. lavish hand his 
campaign for renomination. 


Although the Ex-President, past- 


master in politics that he is, may be 
able to lead thousands of voters to 
believe that he is really against the 
great industrial trusts which are ever 
tightening the screws on the Ameri- 
can public and sending up prices; 
even though Mr. Roosevelt may be 
able to temporarily fool the majority 
of the people in this regard, he will 
not be able to fool historians. 
The 


data at the Department of Justice in 
Washington, revealing his failure to 
bring criminal prosecution against 
George W. Perkins for organizing the 
illegal harvester trust, when consid- 
ered with the sworn report of the 
Roosevelt campaign committee of 
New York showing how Perkins con- 
tributed thousands to return Mr.

swer to the recommendation of the

Cut-Worms on Garden Plants 


A correspondent from Blair County 


recently wrote to Prof. H. A. Surface, 
State Zoologist, Harrisburg, asking 
'or information concerning the de- 
struction of cut-worms in his garden. 
The following timely reply was sent 
;o him: 


"Replying to your recent letter 


concerning the destruction of cut- 
worms on your garden plants, and 
also liable to destroy your corn, I beg 
to say that the best thing to do is to 
till them by the poison mash. Mix 
about equal parts of bran and mid- 
dlings, and to about forty parts of 
this, by measure, add one part of 
Paris green, or dry arsenate of lead, 
or dry white arsenic, and stir it well 
together, while yet dry. 
Then dis- 


solve some coarse brown sugar in 
water, or use old strong molasses 
with water, and pour enough of this 
over the poison bran mixture to 
dampen it. 
Drop a point of a tea- 


spoonful at each step or two over 
your garden or corn field in places 
where the pests are most numerous. 
A very small pinch placed at the base 
of each plant in the evening will be 
sure to prevent that plant from dam- 
age by the cut-worm. 


"By scoring your corn field, and 


putting out the poison bran mash in 
the furrows in the evening, you can 
kill the cut-worms. Poultry can be 
kept from getting it by placing it un- 
der boards, or by covering it to a very 
slight depth with soil. 
It is better 


to put it out in the evening, so it will 
remain damp. 


"I know of a farmer in Lancaster 


County who very effectively cleaned 
up the cut-worms in his corn field, 
which was growing on sod ground of 
the previous year. He is well satis- 
fied with the results."

ultivation. Cost of cultivation would 
vary somewhat according to the sea- 
son, as a wet one would grow more 
weeds. Much labor is required, but 
none of a skilled character; a child 
could do it.

KURIOS FROM KORRESPONDENTS 


Q. I notice one squab in the nest 


hatches two days sooner than the oth- 
er, and the first squab is larger also. 
Is this because the first egg has a 
stronger embryo? A. It is simply be- 
cause the first egg is laid two days 
earlier, and incubation starts that 
much sooner. 
Thus the first squab 


has two days' feed and growth to the 
good, and, being older and stronger, 
it greedily robs the younger of feed. 
To have both eggs hatch at once and 
thus give both squabs the same 
chance mark egg No. 1. remove it to 
a place not over 60 degrees, put a 
dummy egg in its place and when No- 
2 is laid return No. 1 to the nest. 


Q. Where did the guinea fowl-origi- 


nate? What time is best for hatch- 
ing? Are they good layers. Are they 
a success when yarded? A. The gui- 
nea, a native of Africa, is a prolific 
layer, but as the young birds are ten- 
der they should not be hatched so ear- 
ly, as they do not stand cold well. 
They are not a- success yarded unless 
there is much room, grass and. shade. 
They live mainly on seeds, insects and 
berries, and farm land is best for 
them. 


Q. Why is it turkeys are more easi- 


ly raised and at a lower cost in the 
west than in the east? 
A. Climatic 


:onditions are much better in much of 
the west, and there is wider and bet- 
ter range. In parts of the west turks 
gather most of their feed until fatten- 
ing time. Just think of those great 
grain and alfalfa fields and acres of 
jackrabbit grasshoppers!

HE story of Joseph H. Maddox 


and bis claim against the gov- 
ernment is one of those won- 
derful 
recitals 
which 
are 


stranger than fiction. The claim has 
been before congress since 1874. At 
first it was the claim of Joseph H. 
Maddox. 
He died, and it was then 


presented for Laura E. iladdor, hi3 
widow. 
She died, and the claim is 


now pending for the legal representa- 
tives of Maddox. It has been the sub- 
ject of thirteen different reports in 
senate and house, eleven times favor- 
ahje and twice adverse. The bill once 
passed both houses of congress, but 
was vetoed by President Cleveland. 


The Maddox claim involves Presi- 


dent Lincoln, Secretary Fessenden, 
Secretary Seward, Secretary Stanton, 
Charles A. Dana, General Grant, Gen- 
eral Butler, Judge Advocate General 
Holt of the Union interest, President 
Davis, Secretaries Randolph and Sed- 
don and a number of officials of the 
Confederacy, many army officers, treas- 
ury officers and others who were well 
known during the civil war. With his 
name on the records of several de- 
partments of the United States and in 
the Confederate archives, with a vast 
amount of documentary evidence, it 
bas not yet been, determined whether 
Maddox was a loyal Union man and a 
valuable spy, whether he was true to 
Dixie and a spy within the Union lines 
or whether he was a shrewd trader us- 
ing- two governments to make a vast 
fortune. 


Maddox, according to his own state- 


ment, was born in Georgetown, D. C., 
and was about thirty-three years old 
when the war began. Just previous to 
the war he bought a farm on the banks 
of the Potomac in St. Mary's county, 
-Md. 
He was at one time editor of the 


New Orleans Crescent and had also 
lived in Virginia. He acknowledged 
that his sympathies were with the 
south at the beginning of the war, but 
that he opposed secession. Previous to 
the battle of Bull Run he was in Rich- 
mond and soon after returned to the 
north side of the Potomac. In 1861 he 
was arrested for disloyalty and con- 
fined at Fort Warren, but wae subse- 
quently released and soon after again 
went to Richmond. He had a pass 
from Secretary Seward countersigned 
by General McClellan. He said he 
went on business for i'cClellan and ac- 
complished what he went for. 


After one of his visits- to Richmond 


he called on Colonel J. L. McPhail, pro- 
vost marshal for Maryland, and con- 
vinced that officer thtt ho could obtain 
valuable information auout the Con- 
federacy, and through McFhaH's influ- 
ence he became connected with the 
government service, but was never in 
the government pay. He became a 
trader in products of the south, carry- 
ing goods from the Union side into the 
Confederacy and purchasing tobacco, 
turpentine and resin, which he brought 
through the Union lines, disposing of 
his wares south and north at a large 
profit. 
He traded upon Confederacy 


currency and, In fact, was doing a very 
extensive business. His last* venture 
and the one upoii which his claim is 
based was in 3S65. Through agents in 
Richmond he bought 4,042 boxes of to- 
bacco, paying for it $1,921,944.50 in 
Confederate money. This tobacco, un- 
der orders of General Grant, was cap- 
tured near Fredericksburg, a large por- 
tion burned and the remainder tak- 
en nnd distributed to the colored troops, 


who were unable 
to purchase to- 
bacco. 
Maddox

It was at 


this time that he 
was employed by 
McPhail, to whom 
he sent reports. 
They were for- 
warded by Mc- 
Phail to Colonel 


George II. Sharpe, who was provost 
marshal for the Army of the Potomac. 
Both McPhail and Sbarpe swore by 
Maddox, and the public records cou- 
italn mnny letters commendatory of 
Mm written by each of these officers. 
It was about the first of May, 1SG3, 
that Maddox returned with the first in- 
Carmation, which was at once forward- 
ed to headquarters. 
It seemed to cov- 


er the entire situation concerning the 
Army of Northern Virginia. 
Colonel 


Sharpe waa so pleased that he wrote, 
"You have done us more good than 
tny man hi the country." 


TOBACCO CAPTURED 


AND DESTROYED. 


The next information furnished by 


Maddox was contained in a letter dat- 
ed Richmond, Nov. 20, 1863. He says, 
"Universal gloom bangs over 
the 


south." He explains with some detail 
how 2,000 men could "land on the Pa- 
munkey at dark and carry off Jeff Da- 
vis;" also that "now is the time to cap- 
ture Richmond," and "Davis is the 
head and front of the rebellion; with 
his capture it would go to pieces." 


In June, 18G4, Maddox was under 


arrest in the Union lines and confined 
hi Carroll prison. He made an appli- 
cation to be released on his own pa- 
role, and by direction of the secretary 
of war this was done. 


In November of the same year Mad- 


dox seems to have again been in high 
favor. 
Hanson A. Risley, "special 


agent of the treasury department for 
the purchase of products of the insur- 
rectionary states," made a contract 
with Maddox and others for the pur- 
chase of tobacco, turpentine and resin. 
Risley asked safe conduct within the 
Union lines for Maddox and his part- 
ners and his means of transportation. 
Contracts were drawn up for the goods 
and upon the permit or request of Ris- 
ley was an indorsement by Abraham 
Lincoln dated Nov. 17, 1864. "It is or- 
dered," says the president, "that prod- 
ucts moving in compliance with and 
for the fulflllmenf of said contract and 
being transported to said agent under 
his direction shall be free from seizure 
or detention by any officer of the gov- 
ernment while same are moving in 
strict compliance with regulations of 
the secretary of the treasury and for 
fulfillment' of said contract with the 
agent of the government." - 


To go back and trace Maddox's'con- 


nection with the Confederacy is inter- 
esting. In June. 
1862, E. J. Allen, 
the a s s u m e d 
name 
of 
Allan 


Pinkerton, the 
noted detective in 
the employ of the 
g o v e r n m ent, 
learned that Mad- 
dox was engaged 
in a movement to 
operate signals 
from the Virginia 
shore to his home 
In Maryland to 
indicate 
to the 


southerners the 
movement of the 
Union troops. 


In September, 


18G2, a captain of 
the signal corps, 
C o n f e d e r a t e 
army, wrote to 
Secretary of Wai- 
George W. Ran- 
dolph concerning 
the transmission 
of army intelli- 
gence through 
lower Maryland. 
In part he said: "Trusty messengers 
and the Federal mails will be tho 
agents relied upon across the Poto- 
mac. Mr. Maddox. now raising a reg- 
iment of cavalry in Maryland, has, 
with great spirit and self devotiou, 
volunteered to execute this part of the 
duty. His meant, for obtaining intel- 
ligence from men of judgment and po- 
sition iu Washington aix- peculiarly 
great, also his facilities for forward- 
ing dispatches" 
In June, 1SC3, this 


same officer writes that "M. informed 
him that the force of General Keyes 
at Fortress Monroe did not exceed 
6,000." 


The Confederate government was 


•warned against Maddox July 4, 1SG3, 
in an anonymous letter. "If there is 
no secret understanding," writes tho 
informant, "between Maddox and our 
government he is undoubtedly a spy. 
He is certainly on very social terms 
with the Yankees. 
For twelve or 


eighteen months of tho war he was 
pretending to raise a corapiny of 
Marylanders, which 
he has never 


found it convenient to do. He is an 
extensive blockade runner aud has 
made largely thereby aud has been 
known to remark that he. had bought 
up both governments." 


A document dated July 19, 1864, un- 


addressed and unsigned, giving infor- 
mation concerning Grant's army is 
ai 
••- tho papers. It states that the 


out or ports arc mined, with 230 barrels 
of gunpowder under the 
principal 


ones. The only manner in which ref- 
erence is made to Maddox is in the 
following: "They have a vast force of 
miners from Pennsylvania. If this 
fails then Grant will give up, so says 
M. He furnishes from Grant's book-- 
statistics of Grant's forces." 


During the summer of 1803 M^.cldoi 


was detained in Richmond under sus- 
picion, but allowed to go about on his 
parolo. He complains of this in a let- 
ter to General Winder and says that 
he would like to have the charges, if 
any, against him specified so that he 
might answer them. In a longer let- 
ter he says: "I thought I had been oi 
great use to tho authorities of the 
Confederacy, as I certainly had the 
desire to promote the interests of thl« 
country and the successful progress 
of Us cause. 
In acquiring informa- 


tion In the United States which would 
be of interest to the authorities here 1 
have necessarily come Into contact

with and associated much with prom- 
inent officials of the Federal side. 
This association, it would seem, start- 
ed suspicion of my loyalty to the 
south." 


In a letter to Jefferson Davis he 


says, 
"Under 
other circumstances 


services like mine would have attract- 
ed a regard more in accord with my 
zeal." 


What happened between August and 


November, 18G3, is not apparent, but 
Maddox in December was about to 
leave Richmond. He wrote to Secre- 
tary of War Seddon and announced 
his intention of removing his family 
to Virginia and to remain in the Con- 
federacy. 
He thinks this is a "proof 


of my loyalty." He asked permission 
also to capture Leouardtow'n, Md., and 
use the cavalry equipments for the cav- 
alry battalion he intended to raise. 


On March, 14, 1864, Maddox wrote a 


letter evidently to McPhail, giving in- 
formation about the Confederacy and 
its condition and expressing regret that 
a certain expedition had failed. It is 
a very chatty letter and encouraging to 
the Union cause. 


From Fortress Monroe on April 18 


General Benjamin F. Butler wired Sec- 
retary Stanton: "I have captured J. H. 
Maddox on the Virginia shore with 
150 boxes of tobacco. He claims to be 
a confidential agent of the war depart- 
ment. What shall I do with him?" 


Maddox was sent to the military 


prison at Camp Hamilton, where he 
again indulged his habit of letter writ- 
ing. 
He wrote to Butler, explaining 


what he had done for. the Federal gov- 
ernment and saying, among other 
things, "All the agents of the govern- 
ment in the rebel lines cannot render 
the service that I can." 
Colonel Mc- 


Phail wrote an indorsement of Maddox 
to Assistant Secretary Dana. He was 
also indorsed by Colonel Sharpe. Boil? 
of these officers asserted that his serv- 
ices were invaluable. 


Maddox did not long remain In pris- 


on. The secretary of war directed that 
he be released on his own parole. But 
he continued in the tobacco business, 
evidently, for it was in 1SC3 that, uu- 
der the orders of General Grant, the 
large quantity of tobacco was captur- 
ed and destroyed. Beginning early iu 
1865, Grant telegraphed Stantou that 
supplies were being sent to the Con- 
federacy by the Fredericksburg road. 
He also announced that he should 
"clear out that country" as soon as he 
could more men for the purpose. A 
little later he bays that bacon was being 
exchanged along the Potomac. He 
suggests that General Singleton and 
Judge Hushes should be recalled from 
Richmond and that all permits issued 
to Singleton and Hughes should be 
canceled. 
He speaks of a deep laid 


plan for making millions. 


Stanton in a reply says that he is 


"unable to control the influences that 
procure peiimls," but "understand that 
the president's pusses and permits are 
subject to your authority." Lincoln 
telegraphed Grant saying he believed 
he did gi\ e Hughes and Singleton a 
furd 
"IIo e\ er this may bo," he con- 


tinues, "I now authorize you to get 
Singleton 
and Hughes away 
from 


Richmond it' you choose and can. 1 
authorize 3on bj an order or in what 
form j ou choose to suspend all operti- 
-tions on the treasury trade permits in 
ail places southeastward of the Alle- 
ghenies.'' 


The Hughes mentioned had once 


beon on the bond of Maddox when he 
wa& in a military prison and procur- 
ed his release. Both Singleton and 
Hughes were heavy operators. It was 
evident that Grant thought the tobac- 
co captured and destroyed on tho Rap- 
pahaunock belonged to them instead of 
Maddox 


When this tobacco was raptured and 


all thp men in the employ of Mnddox 
were arrested Maddox. gave himself 
up and be?an an active campaign to 
recover the value of the tobacco de- 
stroyed, a quest that lias been pursued 
for more than forty years 


That Maddox furnished information 


to either side to the detriment of the 
other is apparent, but that was neces- 
sary for the business bo was carrying 
on. He could not have passed from one 
side to tlu> other and have carried on 
his lucrative business dealings with- 
out furnishing some equivalent to the 
governments. 
This was information 


Maddox ne\er was on the payroll of 
either government. Colonels McPhail 
and Sharpe, through whom be worked, 
said that he should receive a high re- 
ward. 


The late Senator Hoar in reporting 


against the right of Maddox to rcco\or 
from the government characterized the 
claimant as "a citizen of most active 
and unquestioned loyalty." 


For four years while war raged 


around him the claimant was a dar- 
ing adventurer, going and coming 
through the lines of two great armies. 
He appeared in each capital and wa.-s 
on terms of intimacy with high officials 
and able to reach the heads of both 
governments. He risked his life. 


Was Mnddox a loyal Union man, and 


did ho perform services for the coun- 
try? Was' he loyal to the Confederacy? 
Was he simply an adventurer, loyal to 
both governments at times and rend} 
to betray cither when such betrayal 
served his purpose?

Can we think of little children with, 
jlo time or place to play without our 
hearts aching for them? Should our 
lives be all pleasure and theirs all 
work, or should ours be part work 
and theirs part play? Is this a bugle- 
call for some of us to answer? 
We need to be awake and alert,* 


for. the times are sudden. Our heads 
spin with dizziness, in trying.to keep 
pace with China in her awakening; 
in trying to think of that old mon- 
archy as a republic. She is accepting 
Western ideas and ideals and is ready 
for the teachings of Christianity. If 
we are to assist that great nation at 
this critical time, we need in our 
own country to 'practice more truly 
our professed belief in Christ's teach- 
ings of the fatherhood of God and 
the brotherhood of man. 


Fifty years ago, a great prophet 
arose in our land. 
He heard the 
clanking of chains and saw human 
beings sold like cattle. He sounded 
the call for human freedom. 
The 


call was answered in bloodshed, sor- 
row and suffering. 
Brave men and 


fair women paid the price, so that 
today, no slave lives under the stars 
slnd stripes. Lincoln heard the call, 
faced the duty, met it fully and to- 
day his name is blazoned with the 
'immortals of history. 


We say that there are no slaves in 
our land, but are we really free? 
The principles which Lincoln upheld 
are being disregarded. 
Unscrupu- 


lous men of wealth and power are 
trampling- on the rights of the poor 
and those who toil. 
The nation 
has gone money-mad. Wrongs have 
come so silently that we. scarcely 
realized their growth, but now we are 
awaking to the dangers and the 
bu-gle-call rings out for a square deal 
for all our people. We are demand- 
ing equal justice in the courts and 
market places for the rich and poor 
alike. 


It is not for me, a High School 


girl, to point out remedies, but we 
must shortly, as men and women, do 
our part in solving the problems and 
combatting the evils of our times. 
•J.Q the boys comes the call to help 
unravel the tangles in the political 
•and industrial world. To us, as wo- 
men, 
will come the no less important 


problems of household economics, 


• and unless present indications fail, 
•we, too, may have'our share in mat- 
ters of state through the ballotbox. 


We cannot be content with a life 
of idleness and folly, while the bugle 
is calling for women of heart and 
brain, through noble and 
efficient 


service to make the world better and 
happier. 
We will be truly happy 


• -only as we furnish happiness to oth- 
ers. 


The same torce that holds the plan- 
ets in their orbits is calling for men 
to solve tue unchanging laws of God, 
and use them for the benefit of man- 
kind. 


Each generation has its own pe- 


culiar emergencies to meet, its own 
.puzzles to decipher. 
The gravest 


questions that confront us, grow out 
ot "man's inhumanity to man," which 
.have their source in the selfish de- 
sire for gain and power, at the ex- 
pense ot others. Men will be found, 
' however, who realize that success is 


.not to be measured by the amount 
of 
money accumulated 
in a 
life 


'' Vime,—but by the service they can 


render to humanity; and these men 
will spend their lives in answering 
the bugle-calls of this generation.

Valedictory—The Girl of Yesterday 


and the Girl of Today 


Of all the many changes that time 


?:as wrought in the last fifty years in 
Mic accepted order of things none is 
.so great as that which has taken 
place in the training and education 
of a young girl. 


Fifty years ago the young gi/1 in a 


wall-to-do or wealthy family 
was 


taught that her sole object in life 
was .to present an appearance of 
physical delicacy, to know how to 
wear gracefully the clothes provided 
for her, to dance, to sing, to sketch a 
little, and to be very moderately 
agreeable. 
The Ladies' Seminaries of that day 
stated in their prospectuses that they 
finished young ladies in the polite ac- 
complishments. 
If the 
suggestion 


had been made that basket-ball, gym- 
nasium practice, hockey or domestic 
science be added to the course of in- 
struction, a shocked principal would 
have turned horrified eyes to Heaven 
and exclaimed: 
"I am educating 
young ladies to be gentlewomen." 


This quality permeated her entire 


education and when she was gradu- 
ated and returned to her home our 
finished young lady was about as 
useful for any purpose of practical, 
everyday living as any piece of choice 
bric-a-brac on her mother's parlor cabi- 
net. 
Ornamental she certainly was, 


and pleasing to the eye, and a pleas- 
ant companion for the idle home of 
those who demanded nothing in the 
way of thought or ability. But, let 
some emergency arise, calling for 
quick action, some accident perhaps, 
when a steady hand might save life, 
and our young lady met the occa- 
sion by promptly fainting and adding 
to the general confusion. 


In illustration of this we need only 
to refer to the recent "Titanic" dis- 
aster before which the civilized world 
was dumb with horror. In the dark- 
est hour of that awful night when it 
was discovered that lifeboats loaded 
with 
women 
and 
children were 
manned by sailors who had never 
handled an oar, the women rose to 
the occasion and instead of fainting 
or indulging in hysterics, with pres- 
ence of mind that was herioc, took 
the oars and pulled those heavy boats 
until picked up by the Carpathia. 
Let us not forget the fact that the 
women who proved themselves hero- 
ines that night were not ignorant 
steerage passengers trained to hard 
work in Europeon fields, but Ameri- 
can women of the highest culture and 
social position whose muscles had 
been trained to act in accord with 
trained brains, and the accomplish- 
ment that had brought them only 
pleasure on summer seas was the 
means of saving not only their own 
but the lives of others in the hour of 
peril. 


Contrast the girls' schools of yes- 


terday with the women's colleges of 
today. 
The girl entering one of the 
latter must face as rigid examina- 
tions, if not the identical ones, as her 
brother, for entrance to one of the 
large universities. 
Her physical con- 


dition is as critically examined as is 
his. 
She is expected or at least she 
is as anxious to make her basket-ball 
team as he is his college eleven. She 
glories in her muscle and her ability 
to row, to swim, to play tennis, and 
to take long tramps, thereby building 
up a strong body for the indwelling 
of a strong mind, a mind that can 
think as definitely and as quickly as 
can her masculine co-ed. 


Her curriculum embraces the same 


studies as that of the men's college, 
and the idea that higher mathematics 
and the dead languages are either be- 
yond her mental capacity or unneces- 
sary to the development of her men- 
tal faculties would be received with 
-well-merited scorn. 


To this physical and mental train- 


ing is now added that other branch 
of training so necessary to every 
young girl and woman, that of do- 
mestic science. Those having female 
education in charge recognize the ne- 
cessity for every young girl to know 
how to properly manage and care for 
a home. It is no longer considered a 
mark of definement not to" know 
when water boils, or how to prepare 
a palatable and nourishing meal 
when the occasion arises. The inven- 
tion of the chafing dish is a great aid 
to girls who are learning how to keep 
house. 


I saw not long ago the statement 
that the great hotels of our large 
communities were supported largely 
by the indolence and incapacity of 
American women, who had been rear- 
ed according to the old system of ed- 
ucation but that, thanks to the pres- 
ent day system, the next generation 
would be saved from hotel life to a 
great extent. 


The most scathing arraignment 


against the old system of education 
is that it was necessary for a girl to 
go to boarding school, or college to 
learn domestic science. The girl of 
the future will need no instructions 
in those branches besides her mother 
and the well trained helpers in her 
own home. 


Forty years ago if one had suggest- 


ed that any girl follow one of the 
learned professions it would have 
been considered little short of an in- 
sult. 
But now mark the change. 


Women lawyers plead in many of our 
courts, women physicians are so num- 
erous as to no longer excite com- 
ment. 
Women even stand in the 


pulpit and receive in all these posi- 
tions, not only the respect and defer- 
ence due to them as women, but also 
that which would be accorded to a

But he cannot be hid, no

2. Personality lias ally in nature 


The relation of individual human 
life is personal, and to nature it is in 
dividual. The relations in which you 
have lived, wept, laughed, suffered 
and rejoiced have becbme a part o 
yourself. The grounds and building: 
-where you spent your school days are 
not this evening what they were 
when as possibly little toddlers 
scarcely able to speak plainly, you 
first set feet, unsteady thereon anc 
in.

cannot eternally die because you are. 
Nature is the ally of personality. 


3. 
Personality develops through i 


personality. "Like makes like" is a 
truism. 
You become what others 


are or others become a part or all of 
what you are. A taint or a glow re- 
sults from every personality. 
Some 


call it influence, others hypnotism, 
still others faith; God calls it life— 
this is man plus God. 


The history you are making is not 


an autobiography. 
A number of 


years ago a fad prevailed in writing 
a silly couplet, a rhyme, a wish, a 
prayer in a'book of friendship. Your 
personal history is composed of pages 
on which are recorded thought, act, 
hope of all life—the w'hole history 
written is your history plus other 
life. 


You may never be an author and 


yet you are writing a book. You 
may never preach a sermon, and yet 
every act, smile, frown and word is 
a sermon. 
Sermons are not only 


from clergy lips nor are they all writ- 
ten on stones; every life is a mes- 
sage—its nature, I will allow you to 
pronounce judgment on that. You 
think and may never knowingly ex- 
press that thought; eternity is now 
echoing with its nobility or its ig- 
nobleness. The word you said, but 
did not mean, has left you and form- 
ed history. 
The kind act intended 


and executed has entered into life 
ana helped man. 


Socrates left no writings, but he 


left a Plato. Christ left no writings, 
but he left a St. John. 
Beneath, 


above, before and around the teach- 
er, companion, preacher, statesman, 
poet, is the man—he lives and can- 
not be hid. 


The power of one personality in 


leading to the best life is simply 
magnificent. 
It is the transubstan- 


tiation of one life to another. 
Great 


personality is usually joined with 
scholarship. 
Great scholars should 


be joined with sublime personality. 
The teacher with his logs; the in- 
structor with his diagram, theo- 
rum, root and verb; the faculty with 
plans methods and intentionT—these 
are not ever the same. Teaching may 
be forgotten. The time may come that 
you cannot so easily find the un- 
known quantity as you can today. 
Power for synthesis, cleverness In 
use of synonyms may not be so keen 
tomorrow as today. 
But you will 


never forget the teacher's person- 
ality. Teaching has its influence, but 
the teacher gives life or death. Per- 
sonality is persistent and ever visi- 
ble. 


To this must be added the associ- 


ation of student body. No associa- 
tions are so close as this, the life of 
your school days. 
Equality of cir- 


cumstances; similarity of aim; con- 
trol of like duties; doing of common 
lessons—this enters mightily into 
what you now are. 


Witness the alumnae and alumni 


associations in banquet. Listen to 
the laughter and applause from be- 
hind closed doors. What is it? Mere 
noise and silliness? No; it is living 
over again and again what has en- 
tered into themselves. 
There is 


silence in the lament of those who 
have gone but are present in person- 
ality. 
It is a return to former life 


with school and classmate. 
It is 


retrospection. It is life. 


You will never know how much 


each one of you belongs to the other 
or how much of another you are. 


But wonderful as this is.; sweet 


as is the knowledge of this fact that 
no man liveth to himself and no man 
dieth to himself^something more is 
needed.the finishing touch of the 
*fereat personality, Jesus the Christ. 
Association with him in thought and 
fealing; cooperation with him in ser- 
vice, then I shall be like him, for 
like makes like. 
This makes the 


human life with and in the divine 
and brings the divine into human 
fellowship. 
In him alone are the 


forces—vitality for the upbuilding of 
the strongest, best and noblest per- 
sonality. He is not hid. You seek 
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mowledge? He is omniscient. You 
are digging lor phenomena—he is 
imminent. You are seeking truth? I 
am the truth saith Christ. 
He is 


opening himself to you. All teach- 
ing is spoiled; all results are vain; 
all life a failure unless moulded and' 
fashioned in the blessed association 
of the lowly Nazarene, whose person- 
ality alone brings you into the reach 
and possession of a. strong, robust, 
completed image of him. 


5. The place of the Book. The 


service printed page has rendered 
you will never be known. 
Books 


have formed the groundwork of your 
knowledge and the object of your 
study. The text book should not' be 
discarded. 
If you do, bid farewell 


"now to progress. 
A custom prevails 


in many colleges of burning a certain 
author in effigy. 
He has been so in- 


tricate in his teaching and his ques- 
tions so puzzling. But they cannot 
burn his personality unless they de- 
stroy a part of themselves. 
Every 


book you read, printed line you scan, 
illustration you view becomes a part 
of yourself. 
The books you read 


train you in measurements and make 
you skillful in weighing, delving, 
rooting, finding; they give you a fin- 
ish in expression and an elegance in 
movement. 
The sciences and arts 


give a finish to personality. But there 
is not that within this which makes 
strong character, though they may 
make fine personality. 
You can read 


history and know what life has done. 
But the most versatile reader is but 
a polished personality unless God's 
Book is known and studied. 


The power of this greatest Book 


rests not in that it is a Book of sci- 
ence or history or poetry or of even 
the man Christ Jesus, but in that it 
is the Book of God.

Curious History of an Unfinished Edi- 


fice In England.

Work on it was begun in the sum- 


mer of 1S3G and was pushed on stead- 
ily until the day on which Queen Vic- 
toria was crowned, by which time the 
building 
was 
well 
advanced. 
The 


crypts, about ten in number, had been 
put in, the walls and roofs were com- 
plete, and the scantlings for the floor 
were fixed. Indeed, partly in conse- 
quence of the national rejoicings and 
partly to celebrate the progress which 
had been made, the building was 
smothered in flags and decorations rnd 
was the center of local festivities. 


Next day Mr. Lowndes was seized 


with an illness which quickly proved 
fatal, and with his passing all work 
on the church ceased. 
Though the 


building could have been finished at 
comparatively small cost, it was aban- 
doned, and it has not been used since, 
except by tourists, whose names "hal- 
low and adorn it," as Mark Twain said 
of those on the rums of Cain's altar, 
by the thousand.—Wide World Maga- 
zine.

Make all these not merely good, but 


attractive to the eye. ' Make also 
'sponge cake, raisin cake and many 


1 manners of fancy tartlets. Make them, 
individual—in that will lie the su- 
ipreme charm. 


Begin by cutting a big bag length- 


wise Into strips two inches 
wide. 


Grease each strip ,half an inch from, 
one edge, and cut blunt notches Into 
the crease, three-quarters of an Inch 
apart. From another bag, split open, 
cut rounds or ovals, four to five inches 
across. Fasten the notched strips to 
these with small clips, letting the 
notches stand outside and clipping the 
ends where they come together. Thus 
you have ar 
flat-bottomed individual 


mould, to be filled, after buttering, 
with anything you like. Filled, the 
moulds are slid inside a large lightly 
greased bag, the bag set on a trivet, 
and after sealing, baked in the oven. 


l>et the cakes cool in the moulds, 


.then tear away the paper and frost 
them or decorate them with candy or 
nuts. 


Here is Mammy's Pound Cake—and 


better never went in anybody's mouth. 
Take ten eggs, a pound of flour, sifted 
with two teaspoonfuls of cream, tartar 
and one of soda, a pound of sifted 
sugar, three-quarters of a pound of 
best butter, a wineglass of brandy or 
sherry, a tablespoonful lemon extract, 
Cream the butter very light with half 
the sugar, add the other half to the 
yolks of the eggs after beating them 
foamy light, and then-beat again. Put 
in the butter and sugar, mix well, add 
the liquor next, then half the flour, 
putting in a capful at a time. Fold in 
next part of the egg whites, which 
should be beaten so stiff that they 
will stick to the inverted dish. Add 
the rest of the, flour, then the last of 
the egg-white. 
Stir in the lemon ex- 


tract last of all. Pour into thickly 
buttered bags or very thin tin moulds 
thickly buttered. Seal the loaded bags 
and set on. a trivet in the oven. Put 
moulds inside greased bags, seal and 
put on the grid shelf. Have the oven 
hot enough to turn white paper yellow 
in five minutes. If the paper scorches 
it is too hot—cool It by setting a very 
shallow pan of cold water upon, the 
floor just before putting in the cake. 
Take out the pan after a few minutes, 
of course, first turning down the gas 
flame, or pushing in the dampers to 
reduce heat. Cook at moderate heat 
until done through. It will take an 
hour to an hour and. a half, accord- 
ing to the thickness of the cakes. 
Midway the baking they should be 
shifted—those from the grid shelf Bet 
low on the broiler, those from the 
broiler put high, so that they will cook 
evenly. 
Make holes in the bag tops 


and test the cakes before taking them 
up by thrusting in a clean straw or 
thin knife blade. If the thing thrust 
In comes out with no stickiness cling- 
ing to it, the cake is done. Bag cook- 
ing prevents crusting over, and there- 
by facilitates rising. 
It also saves 


from burning and avoids the risk of 
jarring by too much opening of the 
oven door. 
Baking powder can be 


used in place of soda and cream of 
tartar, but to my thinking the old way 
is the best- 


Ralsm cake is made almost the same 


as pound cake, but takes a little longer 
and slower baking. 


Every household almost has its own 


favorite 
gingerbread 
and tea-cake. 


Make them in your own way, but re- 
member to make them festive. You 
can do this easily by cutting them 
out in all manner of fancy shapes be- 
sides those already suggested, from 
frosting them In many colors—white, 
pink, green, yellow and brown, and 
sprinkling them before the frosting 
hardens, with tiny colored candies, or 
chopped nuts, or candied peel, or 
citron very finely shredded. 
Make 


stars, crescents, 
crosses, triangles, 


what not— the more, certainly the 
merrier when you come to set them on 
your dish. 


Pound cake and raisin cake baked in 


paper bags can be cut In cubes, rounds, 
fingers, or any shape desired, frosted 
all over, and be more than ornamental. 
A centerpiece for a child's party can 
be built in the shape of a log cabin, 
using alternately long strips frosted 
white and other strips of chocolate 
brown. Or it may be white and pink, 
or all white, with a roSf of frosting 
anow and candy-Icicles hanging along 
the eaves. Vegetable coloring, which 
is cheap and perfectly wholesome, can 
be bought from any first class grocer.

SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Lesson IX.-—Second Quarter, For 


June 2,1912. 


THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Matt, vi, 1-18. 


Memory Verses, 7, 8—Golden Text. 
Matt. v|, R. V—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Steam*. 
We have our choice today of the reg- 


ular lesson in order or a special lesspn 
OB the Holy Spirit from Act&'Ii. 1-11; 
but, inasmuch as only by the Spirit can 
the teaching of the regular lesson on 
almsgiving, prayer and fasting be put 
In practice, we will take the regular 
portion with a look of the whole chap- 
ter, as we do not seem to have the rest 
of the chapter in any subsequent les- 
son. The heart of the whole Bible 
seems to be "the kingdom of God and 
His righteousness" (verse 33). The 
Lord Jesus came to set up this kingdom 
on the earth, but as they rejected it 
and Him ifc will not be set up till He 
shall come again in glory. Meanwhileal] 
who become children of God by receiv- 
ing Jesus Christ and joint heirs with 
Him should walk worthy of His king- 
dom and glory while they wait for It 
(I Thess. ii, 12). Their motto should 
ever and always be, "First the king- 
dom of God." Then there would be no 
anxious thought about aught else, for 
He gtves the assurance that all will be 
provided by our Father, who knoweth 
all our need (verses 31, 32). Whether it 
be the service or prayer or fasting of 
the daily life, there is one principle to 
govern all. It must be unto the Father, 
who seeth in secret, who looketh upon 
the heart and to whom all things are 
naked and open. "Not as pleasing men, 
but God who trieth our hearts" (I 
Thess. ii, 4), is a principal always to be 
observed. In contrast to that the most 
religious people of our Lord's time did 
everything to be seen of men (Matt 
•rriH, 5). It was even so in the days of 
the prophets, and a special feature of 
the last day? of this age will be a turn- 
Ing away from the truth and a form 
of godliness without any power <lsa 
30dx, 13; E/ek. xxxiil, 31; II Tim. iii. 
1-5; Iv, 3, 4). In each of the three para 
graphs of our lesson there is a contrast 
between a present rewkrd or approval 
of men and a future reward from God 
Himself, spoken of in verse 20 at, 
"treasure in heaven." We cannot servt 
God and Mammon or God and the 
devil, for the friendship of this world 
is enmity Tilth God. and that which is 
highly esteemed among men is abom- 
ination in the sight of God (verse 24; 
Luke xvi. 15; Jas. iv, 4). There was only 
one who always and in all thing* 
pleased the Father, but He desires to 
live His life in us and will if we yield 
fully to Him (John viii, 29; II Cor. iv. 
10,11). He was manifestly approved of 
God by the miracles and wonders and 
Bights which God did by Ffltn (Acts ii, 
22). 
Our instructions are to study, to 


Bhow ourselves approved unto God, 
workmen that need not be ashamed 
(II Tim. II, 15). This can be done only 
as we are Spirit filled like the disciples 
on the day of Pentecost, and like them 
we must bn willing to be misunder- 
stood and even counted drunken or be- 
side ourselves for His sake. The old 
word to Abraham is always helpful, 
"Walk before Me and be thou sincere" 
(Gen. xvii, 1, margin), and also the oft 
repeated words in Leviticus, "unto the 
Lord" and "before the Lord." Con- 
cerning giving to any good work, the 
motive of the donor Is everything." If 
the gift is wholly and only "unto the 
Lord," desiring only His approval, then 
It does not matter if people do know 
of it It should be the love of Christ 
constraining, and according to II Sam 
xalV, 24, I will not offer unto the Lord 
of that which doth cost me nothing, 
and also according to I Chron. xxix, 14. 
"All 
things come of thee, and thine 


own do we give thee." Concerning 
prayer, it is real access to God by Jesus 
Christ, remembering I John v, 14, 15. 
This is the confidence that we have In 
Him. that if we ask anything accord- 
Ing to His will He heareth us. and If 
we know that He bear us, whatever we 
ask, we know that we have the petitions 
we desired of Him," As to this form of 
prayer which He gave at this time and 
which we spoke of in a former lesson 
on the beatitudes, the late Dr. Saphir 
said of Jt: ''It is a model prayer and 
as such commends itself to the most 
superficial fiance—approves itself at 
once to the conscience of man. The 
prayer Is short, that It may be quickly 
learned, easily remembered and fre- 
quently used, but it contains all things 
pertaining to life and godliness. In iti 
simplicity it seems adapted purposely 
for the weakness of the Inexperienced 
and Ignorant, and yet none can say 
that he is familiar with the heights 
and depths which It reveals and with 
the treasures of wisdom it contains.'" 
In verses 14, 15. of our lesson note that 
communion with God as our Fattier de- 
pends trpori our forgiving others as lie 
forgave us. This, like all the discourse. 
Is not a condition of salvation, but an- 
other word for His disciples. As to 
fasting, the best ("ommont I know is 
Isa. Ivili. 3-11, remembering that, like 
gh ing and prnyinjr, it must be from 
the lionrt unto the Lord. The forty day 
fasts of Moses and Elijah and the Lord 
Jesus were peculiar and unique, bin 
the record of fastiTiirs In (he Acts of 
tlic npostles N for our example, and 
our Lord spoU> of tlie power of prayer 
and fastiriK in Matt, vrll, 21. Consider 
also Ez 
viii. 21: Neh I. 4; Est 
Jr.

VISITING IN THE WEST 


Interesting Letter from Simon H. 


Sell, Esq. 


Hastings, Neb., May 25, 1912. 


Dear Editor:—By request of read- 


ers of your paper I shall attempt to 
give a brief account of our travels Kto 
Oklahoma and other states,~.which be- 
gan on May 5th, when Mrs. Sell, 
daughter Leone and I felt Bedford 
and at Johnstown were joined by 
Mrs. 
R. Z. Replogle, Mrs. Sell's sis- 


ter. 
T. 


Our first stop was St. Louis where 


•we were met at the depot by Harry 
B. Hubbell of that city, a representa- 
tive of the Cambria Steel Company, 
who placed us into his touring car 
_which carried us over the principal 
^boulevards and streets of the beauti- 
ful city and over the numerous drive- ' 
.ways of the surrounding country, 
covering a distance of 60 miles. This 
was a.most pleasant drive during an 
afternoon of bright sunshine. 
We 
^sited the Exposition grounds where 
the old Fine Art building yet stands 
and is filled with beautiful master- 
pieces of paintings and 
statuary. 


The country drive afforded us beau- 
tiful sights in the direction of the 
foot hills of the Ozard Mountains. 
At 6 o'clock we were landed at the 
residence of Mr. Hubbell, where Mrs. 
Hubbell joined us and from where 
,,we were' taken to the Commercial 
Club and dined by Mr. and Mrs. Hub- 
bell and to say the least it was a 
most pleasant occasion. 


At 3:30 p. m. we departed for 


Muskogee, Okla., where we were met 
by J. B. Furry, Esq., a brother of the 
major female part of our quartette, 
and by him we were escorted to his 
pjeasant home where we enjoyed the 
hospitality of Mr. and Mrs. Furry 
for a period of ten days with great 
pleasure. 
Muskogee in the last 


decade grew from a small town to a 
city of 30,000 people, having busi- 
ness blocks of steel fireproof ten 
story buildings. It is in every way a 
modern city and is surrounded by 
fertile lands and rich oil fields. 
While here I attended a court trial 
in which one, Jack Davis, was being 
tried on a charge of murder, result- 
ing from a feud of years standing 
between the Davis' and the Maxwells, 
wherein one of the Maxwells was 
killed upon the streets of Muskogee 
on April 15, last. In order to guard 
against violence and such occur- 
rences as took place in Old Virginia 
between the Aliens and the court 
officers, all persons who entered the 
court room were searched for fire- 
arms. 
The jury after deliberating 


for several days disagreed and was 
discharged without the finding of any 
verdict. 
The courts are in session 


during the greater part of the year 
and there is an abundance of busi- 
ness before them. 


While in Oklahoma, I also had a 


most delightful visit with my uncle, 
John L. Holsinger and family, and 
with David Pote and family, who lo- 
cated there a few years ago. I found 
them all well and happy. The for- 
mer owns a fine farm at Agra and 
the latter at Gushing. This state or 
commonwealth has an abundance of 
oil, 
coa,l, asphalt, lumber and fertile 


farms. 
Cotton is one of its principal 


productions, and the indications are 
for a good crop this year although 
the season is about one month late. 


After leaving this state, we arrived 


at Kansas City, where we were met 
by Philip S. Brown, Esq., who, with 
his family most royally entertained 
us, and with the family, electric ma- 
chines conveyed us over the beautiful 
driveways of the city and from there 
we went to Bloomington and Frank- 
lin, 
Neb., and had a most pleasant 


visit with L. E. Furry and family tor 
a week. 
From there we arrived at 


Hastings, Neb., on the 24th inst. and 
had a short but pleasant visit with 
John H. Furry and his sister. 
We 


.find all our Pennsylvania people who 
migrated to the western country hap- 
py and prosperous. 
The indications 


are for a bountiful har/est. 
The 


farmers are much encouraged by the 
large amount of moisture they have
